We are in Madras 
We arrived after thirty two 
hours by train from Bombay, 
The oilier team left for Her- 
ala the night before last 
Yesterday 1 spenl the day in 
bed   some weird bug bit 
me. I jusl ran a very high 
fever with chills but today I 
feel great.

India is certainly a strange 
country. As we were landing 
in Bombay, 1 received my 
first, glimpse of India. The 
land divisions looked like 
gianl cobblestones. S o m e 
were grean and others adobe 
red. It was raining and tho 
pilot annouced a forty mile 
an hour wind   MONSOON. 
The airport workers came 
toward the plane as they 
iiad everywhere only these 
workers were barefoot and 
were scantily dressed. One 
of them stood at the door to 
spray us with bug killer.

People from the United 
Slates Information Service 
greeted us and pictures were 
taken. BOMBAY   filth, 
people, bugs, rain and heat! 
People were literally packed 
in this city   sleeping in the 
street, cemeteries, and on 
roof tops. It all seemed 
rather glum at first. My 
stomach did flip flops but 
still my eyes widened in or­ 
der thai I might see every­ 
thing. Our hotel was very 
nice and it was a relief to 
sleep in a bed. The manager 
practically adopted Karen 
and me. The food was safe 
only we ate multon instead 
of beef   no "holy cows!" 
The manager took us for a 
tour around Bombay. We saw 
the Hanging Gardens which 
had several bushes shaped 
like animals. We also saw the 
"silent lower" where Ihe 
Parcees, a religious seel, put 
their dead for the vultures 
to fed upon. We spent one 
day at the USIS for further 
briefing on current situa­ 
tions and for any questions. 
There was a reception given 
in our honor by the Student 
leaders of Bombay. This was 
really my first opportunity 
to speak with the Indian stu­ 
dent. U was surprisingly 
easy.

Ran, editor of one of tlia 
magazines, talked to'me for 
a long while and later came' 
to the train station to sec 
me off. He is touring the 
United States next year and 
plans to see me in Santa 
Barbara, lie wants me to 
write an article on my im­ 
pressions of India.

Coming through India on 
the train, I really was able 
lo see Ihe inside of India. II 
seemed strange to be the 
"peculiar." Everyone stared 
at us through the windows. 
J saw some of the worst de­ 
formities and poverty thai I 
have ever seen or hope lo 
see again. Little children 
wearing no clothes and many 
old people wearing little 
more. We were served dinner 
but 1 wasn't hungry so I 
wrapped most of the food 
and gave it to a blind woman 
and her baby who were beg­ 
ging at the window. I think 
we were tho only ones who 
ordered anything to eat on 
the whole train. 1 saw every­ 
one taking the remains off 
the trays when we returned 
them.

In Madras, we are staying 
at tho YWCA It is a lovely 
place and Miss Rosario, the 
lady in charge, looked after 
me all during my fever. We 
have met the Consul Gen­ 
eral and have had one re­ 
ception. Yesterday the team 
went on a picnic but I missed 
it. Next week is filled with 
visits to the Universities.

There is one tiling which 
impressed me most since ar­ 
riving in India and lhal is 
appreciation of life. It seems 
almost impossible that peo­ 
ple, living under these con­ 
ditions could find any reason 
for wanting to live and yet 
they do.
